Dr. R. B. Blderdice, who had attended 


him for a period ol 16 days prior to his 
death stated that he had DO knowledge o! 
these wounds, and that he believed death 
to have been doe to typhoid fever. 


Oa examination of the body, tbe scars 


of five recent ehot wonnda were found. 
Four were in the sacral region of tbe back, 
entirely healed, and certainly not suffi- 
cient to cause death 
Tbe fifth wound 


waa larger, apparently rcade by the en- 
trance of several shot, it wae lower and to 
tbe outer right tide of the others aud in 
such petition, that bad the shot entered 
when be was m a stooping position, peoe- 
tration of tbe abdominal cavity might 
mave occurred, causing a group of symp- 
toms which might readily bave been inis 
taken for typhoid fever. 


I therefore directed Dr. Elderdice to 


make a poat-mortem examination to de 
termine tbe true cause of death. 
* Xhe results of this examination proved 
conclusively that death was due to typhoid 
fever and not to the gun shot wonnda. I 
therefore beld no inquest.
